ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The  twelfth  annual  course  of  instruction  in  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  begin  Tuesday,  Sept.  i8, 
1893,  at  8 o’clock  in  the  evening,  at  which  time  the  introduc- 
tory address  will  be  given  by  Professor  Boerne  Bettman  in 
the  College  amphitheater. 

The  session  will  continue  twenty-eight  weeks,  closing 
April  3,  1894,  on  which  day  the  public  commencement 
exercises  will  occur  in  the  amphitheater  of  the  college.  The 
doctorate  address  will  be  given  by  Professor  H.  P.  Newman. 

This  announcement  applies  to  the  session  ending  April 
3,  1894,  and  all  requirements,  fees  and  regulations  7nentioned 
in  it  apply  to  this  school  year  alone.  The  faculty  reserves 
the  right  of  making  changes  in  succeeding  announce 
ments. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Every  candidate  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  is  required  to  present  the  following  cre- 
dentials : 

1.  A certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  a repu- 
table physician. 

2.  A diploma  from  a recognized  college,  school  of  sci- 
ence, academy  or  high  school,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence 
of  scholarship.  Students  unable  to  meet  this  requirement 
are  admitted  on  passing  a satisfactory  examination  in  the 
following  subjects  : 

(a)  English  : The  writing  of  an  essay  of  at  least  two 
hundred  words  upon  a selected  subject.  Shakspeare’s 
tragedv  of  Hamlet  will  furnish  the  basis  of  the  examination 
in  English  during  the  present  year. 

{b)  Physics  : The  principles  of  physics  covering 
mechanics  and  hvdraulics.  Deschanel’s  Natural  Philoso- 
phy, Part  I,  is  recommended  in  preparation. 
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{c)  Mathematics  : The  whole  of  arithmetic,  especially 
compound  numbers  and  percentage.  Algebra  through 
equations  of  one  unknown  quantity.  Students  are  recom- 
mended to  prepare  themselves  upon  the  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures. 

{d)  Latin  : The  rudiments  of  the  Latin  grammar  and 
an  examination  in  translating  Latin  into  English  from 
Csesar’s  Commentaries.  Students  who  are  unprepared  to 
meet  the  examination  in  Latin  will  be  given  one  year  to 
qualify  themselves  by  private  tuition. 

The  entrance  examination  will  be  open  to  the  public, 
and  will  be  held  at  the  college  at  lo  A.  M.,  on  the  Satur- 
days preceding  the  opening  of  the  Winter  and  the  Spring 
terms.  Diplomas  and  other  credentials  should  be  presented 
at  that  time,  and  entrance  examination  certificates  secured 
by  all  new  students.  Examinations  will  also  be  held  in 
various  cities  in  the  country  on  application  to  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  in  time  to  make  necessary  provision. 

PLAN  OF  LNSTKUCTLON. 

The  instruction  is  arranged  in  four  distinct  and  separate 
annual  courses.  Each  year  consists  of  a Winter  term  of 
six  and  one-half  months  and  a Spring  term  of  three  months. 
Attendance  on  the  Spring  term  is  optional,  but  it  is  strongly 
recommended  by  the  Faculty.

FACLLLTLES  FOR  LNSTRUCTLON. 

The  college  building  is  a substantial  six-story  structure, 
on  the  corner  of  two  wide  streets,  with  an  open  space 
around  it  on  all  sides.  It  is  heated  by  steam  and  provided 
with  all  modern  conveniences.  It  contains  three  well- 
lighted  and  well-ventilated  amphitheaters,  the  smallest  of 
which  seats  two  hundred  students.  In  these  amphitheaters 
the  usual  didactic  lectures  are  given.  The  college  also  has 
the  largest  laboratory  facilities  possessed  by  any  medical 
school  in  the  United  States.  These  laboratories  occupy  six 
floors  25  X 100  feet,  and  each  laboratory  will  accommodate 
120  students  at  a time.  They  are  provided  with  desks  and 
lockers  for  each  student,  and  adapted  to  the  work  for  which 
they  are  intended.  Adjoining  the  laboratories  are  prepara- 
tion rooms  for  the  use  of  demonstrators  and  professors. 
The  store-rooms  are  connected  with  all  the  laboratories  by 
means  of  a lift.  In  the  instrument  room  are  thirty-one 
first-class  Leitz  microscopes,  and  thirty-one  Bausch  & Lomb 
microscopes  of  Continental  pattern,  besides  twenty-five 
microscopes  of  various  other  manufacturers,  all  for  the 
daily  use  of  students.  The  college  has  also  sixteen  Bausch 
& Lomb  microtomes,  besides  microtomes  of  large  size  and 
special  construction  for  particular  kinds  of  work. 

The  dispensary  occupies  the  first  floor  of  the  main  build- 
ing and  a portion  of  the  second  floor.  Connected  with  the 
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reception  room  are  fourteen  clinic  rooms  well  adapted  to 
the  purposes  of  clinical  instruction.  During  the  past  three 
years  there  have  been  treated  in  these  rooms  an  average  of 
20,000  patients  each  vear. 

Directly  opposite  the  college  is  the  Cook  Countv  Hos- 
pital. This  institution  is  the  only  free  hospital  in  Chicago. 
It  contains  accommodations  for  seven  hundred  patients,  and 
has  actually  had  more  than  that  number  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  past  year.  In  the  amphitheater  of  this  hospital 
is  conducted  much  of  the  clinical  instruction  of  the  college. 

The  County  Morgue  is  located  in  the  hospital  grounds, 
and  daily  post  -mortems  are  held  bv  the  pathologist  of  the 
hospital,  to  which  post-mortems  our  students  are  always 
admitted,  and  at  which  they  are  required  to  be  present  at 
least  twice  a week  during  two  years. 

Medical  appointments  in  this  institution  are  made  by 
the  County  Commissioners  each  year.  The  internes,  ten  in 
number,  are  selected  each  Spring  by  a competitive  examina- 
tion, which  usually  lasts  two  days.  Only  graduates  of  med- 
ical colleges  in  Cook  county  are  eligible  to  these  examina- 
tions. These  internes  serve  eighteen  months,  and  receive 
their  board,  laundry  and  fine  rooms  in  the  hospital.  They 
do  a large  amount  of  surgical,  medical  and  obstetrical 
work.  These  positions  are  justly  looked  upon  as  the  greatest 
medical  prizes  the  city  affords  to  young  physicians. 

The  students  of  this  college  are  required  to  have  Cook 
County  Hospital  tickets  during  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
years  of  their  course.  The  tickets  cost  S5.00  a year,  and 
they  are  for  sale  on  the  ist  day  of  October  at  the  office  of 
the  Warden.  The  tickets  admit  the  students  to  the  clinics 
and  autopsies,  and  to  all  public  operations  and  lectures  in 
the  hospital  grounds  during  the  year. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  in  this  institution  by  means  of  lec- 
tures and  quizzes,  demonstrations  and  laboratory  investi- 
gation, and  ambulatory  and  hospital  clinics.  The  time  of 
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the  student  is  about  equally  divided  between  laboratory  work 
and  clinics,  on  the  one  hand,  and  lectures  and  recitations  on 
the  other.  The  work  of  each  year  is  complete  in  itself,  and 
final  examinations  and  credits  are  given  as  fast  as  the  work 
is  accomplished.  To  accommodate  students  who  are  enti- 
tled to  complete  their  studies  in  three  years,  the  work  of 
each  year  is  so  arranged  as  to  conflict  in  point  of  time  as 
little  as  possible  with  the  work  of  the  preceding  and  of  the 
succeeding  year.  The  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  Spring 
term  are  also  final  examinations,  so  that,  when  necessary  or 
desirable,  some  studies  may  be  gotten  off  at  that  time. 

In  each  lecture,  the  subject  of  the  preceding  lecture  is 
reviewed  by  a quiz  of  a few  minutes,  and  defects  in  the  un- 
derstanding of  the  subject  are  thus  easily  detected.  The 
students  are  expected  to  take  notes  and  to  do  collateral 
reading. 

The  laboratory  work  is  done  from  the  beginning  by  the 
student.  The  laboratory  materials  are  furnished  him  at 
cost,  and  he  retains  his  preparations  and  drawings  as  types. 
The  laboratory  work  is  so  arranged  as  to  maintain  what  is 
thought  to  be  the  best  relation  to  the  lectures  and  clinical 
studies. 

In  the  clinical  work,  methods  both  of  clinical  examina- 
tion and  of  reasoning  are  carefully  and  systematically  taught. 
The  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  indications  of  treatment  re- 
ceive no  less  a share  of  attention  than  the  methods  of 
treatment  and  the  technique  of  operative  procedures.  The 
clinics,  as  well  as  the  post-mortem  room,  furnish  material 
for  pathological,  chemical  or  bacteriological  investigation, 
and  thus  bring  all  departments  of  instruction  in  close  rela- 
tion in  the  mind  of  the  student. 

Each  teacher  has  the  greatest  possible  liberty  in  his  own 
department,  and,  as  a natural  consequence,  students  receive 
instruction  on  important  subjects  from  many  points  of  view, 
and  thus  gain  not  only  vivid,  but  well-rounded  notions  of 
the  status  of  facts  and  theories  of  vital  interest. 
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Attendance  upon  clinics  is  required  the  same  as  upon 
lectures,  and  examinations  are  given  by  clinical  professors 
the  same  as  by  the  professors  who  teach  in  the  lecture  room 
or  in  the  laboratory.  During  the  Spring  term,  the  dispen- 
sary clinics  are  thrown  open  to  students  of  all  classes.  Dur- 
ing the  Winter,  assignments  are  made  of  dispensary  rooms 
to  classes  of  students  selected  from  the  third  and  fourth 
year  classes  in  rotation,  and  attendance  upon  these  clinics 
is  required. 

QUIZZES. 

Throughout  the  year  a course  of  quizzes  covering  the 
principal  features  of  the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  by 
competent  men. 

THREE  YEAR  STUDENTS. 

Students  who  have  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Sciences,  and  students  who  have  com- 
pleted a biological  - chemical  course,  usually  termed  “med- 
ical preparatory,”  in  recognized  universities  and  colleges, 
and  students  who  furnish  a preceptor’s  certificate  certifying 
to  their  actual  study  of  medicine  for  at  least  one  year  pre- 
vious to  admission  to  the  college,  will  be  allowed  to  com- 
plete their  studies  upon  three  years  of  attendance,  provided 
they  fulfill  all  other  requirements  for  graduation.  No  three 
year  student  may  complain  of  any  conflict  of  hours,  or  absent 
himself  from  any  part  of  the  lower  conflicting  course;  but  he 
may  make  up  deficiencies  in  the  work  of  the  Winter  session 
during  the  Spring  course  in  such  branches  as  are  repre- 
sented in  that  course. 

In  order  to  further  encourage  graduates  in  Arts  and 
Sciences  to  undertake  the  study  of  medicine,  the  Board  of 
Directors  offer  annually  ten  scholarships,  each  valued  at 
one  hundred  dollars  a year,  to  be  given  to  applicants  hav- 
ing the  most  thorough  preliminary  qualifications. 

ADVANCED  STANDING. 

Students  who  present  evidence  of  having  attended  one 
or  more  years  at  other  medical  institutions  recognized  by 
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the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  will  be  admitted  to  ad- 
vanced standing  upon  passing  the  December  examinations. 
Graduates  of  medical  colleges  whose  diplomas  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  may  be  admitted 
to  the  graduating  class  without  examination  upon  the  studies 
of  the  preceding  courses  by  complying  with  all  the  other 
reqirements  of  under  - graduates. 

Examinations  for  advanced  standing  are  held  the  week 
before  the  Christmas  holidays.  These  examinations  are  of 
the  most  comprehensive  and  general  character.  The  inter- 
est of  the  student  who  applies  for  advanced  standing  will 
not  be  prejudiced  by  his  failing  in  a portion  of  the  work, 
not  more  than  one -third,  provided  the  quality  of  the  re- 
mainder indicates  a mastery  of  the  principles  of  the  subject. 

Students  are  admitted  to  these  examinations  only  on 
the  presentation  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  evidence 
that  they  have  met  the  entrance  requirements,  that  they  have 
taken  the  requisite  class  or  laboratory  work,  and  that  the 
fees  of  the  current  year  have  been  paid. 

EXAMLNA  TLONS. 

All  examinations  in  this  college  are  public  and  formal. 
Private  examinations  are  not  allowed.  Examinations  are 
regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  term  on  the  work  of  the 
term.  Students  are  expected  to  take  all  the  examinations, 
and  if  they  fail  in  any  branch  they  are  required  to  present 
themselves  for  examination  in  that  branch  at  the  next  exam- 
ination. 

The  regular  examinations  are  the  following  : 

1.  The  December  examination  for  advanced  standing, 

2.  The  final  examination  at  the  end  of  the  Winter  term. 

3.  The  examination  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  term. 

At  the  end  of  the  Winter  term  a certificate  of  attend- 
ance will  be  issued  and  a card  showing  the  results  of  the 
examinations. 

The  reports  of  the  examinations  will  be  mailed  to  the 
students  at  the  college  or  at  such  other  addresses  as  they 
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may  direct,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  after  the  exam- 
inations are  completed,  and  they  are  requested  not  to  call 
on  examiners  or  on  the  Recording  Secretary  for  reports. 

REQULREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATLON. 

1.  Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character. 

2.  Satisfactory  evidence  that  the  candidate  is  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

3.  Four  full  years  of  study  of  medicine  under  the 
direction  of  a physician,  or  of  a medical  college  recognized 
by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health. 

4.  Attendance  upon  at  least  three  full  Winter  courses 
of  lectures  in  a medical  college  recognized  by  the  Illinois 
State  Board  of  Health,  the  last  of  which  shall  have  been  in 
this  institution. 

5.  He  must  have  pursued  the  study  of  practical  anat- 
omy during  two  sessions,  and  to  the  extent  of  having  dis- 
sected, at  least,  the  lateral  half  of  the  body,  and  he  must 
present  the  demonstrator’s  certificate  for  the  same. 

6.  Attendance  upon  two  full  winter  courses  of  dispen- 
sary clinics  and  two  full  winter  courses  of  hospital  clinics. 

7.  Certificates  of  having  passed  the  entrance  examina- 
tion and  the  branches  of  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth 
year  courses.* 

8.  Payment  in  full  of  all  fees. 

THE  SPRLNG  COURSE,  1804. 

The  Spring  session  will  begin  April  9,  1894,  and  close 
June  30,  1894.  During  this  Spring  course  about  one-third 
of  the  work  of  the  year  will  be  offered,  with  the  same  num- 
ber of  hours  of  work  as  in  the  Winter  term,  and  final  exam- 
inations can  be  taken  at  the  end  of  the  term.  The  fees  for 
this  course  will  be  deducted  from  the  fees  of  the  succeeding 
Winter  term. 

* Failure  in  one  branch  from  each  course  of  study  may  not  prevent  graduation,  pro- 
vided the  general  scholarship  of  the  student  is  above  the  average  of  his  class.

LLBR ARLES. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library  is  accessible  to  students, 
and  they  are  able  to  get  books  from  this  large  collection  on 
complying  with  the  simple  requirements  of  the  librarian. 
The  Newberry  Library  has  established  a medical  depart- 
ment, in  which  all  the  current  literature,  amounting  in  all 
to  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  serials,  may  be  con- 
sulted. It  is  not  a loan  library.  It  contains  about  three 
thousand  volumes  on  general  medicine  and  pathology  from 
the  Jewell  Library,  and  it  is  making  additions  from  time  to 
time.  The  A.  Reeves  Jackson  Library  is  located  in  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  is  accessible  to 
students.  Contributions  to  the  library  are  solicited.

The  fees  at  this  institution  are  payable  invariably  in 
advance.  The  Faculty  reserves  the  right  to  change  the7n  at 
a)/y  time  through  publication  in  its  atinual  announcement.

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able  to  reduce  their  board  and  room-rent  to  less  than  $20.00 
a month,  and  this  sum  may  be  looked  upon  as  adequate  for 
the  ordinary  expense  of  a student  at  this  school.  The 
World’s  Fair  is  located  ten  miles  from  the  college,  and  has 
had  no  perceptible  influence  upon  expenses  in  its  neighbor- 
hood. The  expenses  for  books  varies  between  $25  and  $50 
a year.  The  professors  at  the  beginning  of  the  course  of 
lectures  will  instruct  their  students  in  regard  to  text-books.
